Loeb said the settlement was for 


claims against the American Smelt- 
ing and Refining company and the 
Anaconda Copper Mining company. 
It was reached along lines of settle- 
ments with other copper companies 
for similar amounts. It covered all 
claims for past damages and profits 
as well as the right to future use of 
the invention. 


Carson was past middle age when 


he quit prospecting in the sunbaked 
deserts of the southwest and invent- 
ed his furnace which greatly facili- 
tated the reduction of copper ore. 
He obtained patents. 


Copper smelting companies read- 


ily adopted his invention but refused 
to pay royalties, asserting it was

tablish his- Tights. He was obliged 
to surrender a large part of the in- 
terest in his invention to the stock- 
holders.

It was on a dark September night 


that Uie s5-jl. running on the sur- 
face, was rammed by the Boston- 
bound steamer. 
The 
submarine, 


struck just in front of the conning 
tower, rolled far over, then rapidly 
began to sink. Most of the 
crew- 


were asleep in their bunks. 
They 


never had a chance to escape. Six 
men who were on duty escaped from 
the ship before it plunged to the 
bottom, but only three were picked 
up by the steamer. 


The alarm was immediately broad- 


cast and rescue ships rushed by the 
navy to the scene of the accident 
Several destroyers soon arrived and 
located the 
sunken "sub" 
by 


stream of oil and air bubbles that 
arose from it to the surface of the 
sea- 


Divers were 
quickly 
lowered to 


the sunken 
vessel. 
They 
passed 


heavy steel cables under one end of 
it. Two huge floating derricks were 
brought into action. 
Then 
heavy 


weather drove them 
into 
shelter 


Five days elapsed before 
the der- 


ricks could attempt to lift the heavy 
submarine off the floor of the ocean. 
The first attempts quickly proved 
that the task was hopeless at that 
time. Xothins moved. It was ap- 
parent that the S-51 was flooded 
"There was no longer the slightest 
doubt. 
Alf hands inside 
the S-51 


were dead. The rescue efforts were 
discontinued, the wrecking company 
was discharged, and the Xavy De- 
partment turned to a consideration 
of sail-age possibilities." 


It was at this point that Comman- 


der Ellsberg came 
into the story. 


The Navy Department assigned the 
U. S. S. "Falcon," Lieutenant Hen- 
ry Hartley commanding, to the task 
of salvaging the S-ol. But Comman- 
der Ellsberg was placed in charge 
of actual operations of raising the 
ship. His assignment was one that 
would have disheartened a less de- 
termined man. The S-51 was a ves- 
sel of something like one thousand 
tons displacement. She was lying in 
one hundred and thirty-two feet of 
water. The work of salvaging had 
to be carried on from the decks of 
the "Falcon" and other ships in the 
open sea, exposed to the 
terrific 


storms which swoop down so swiftly 
in that part of the Atlantic. When 
raised th& boat 
had to be towed 


one hundred and fifty miles to New 
York, which was the nearest har- 
bor with a suitable drydock. 


The 
story of how Commander 


Ellsberg and his men finally succeed- 
ed is a thrilling one. 
Only after 


long and almost superhuman efforts 
did they succeed in getting the S-51 
to the surface. 
Then followed the 


long and perilous tow to New Tork. 
When within sight, practically, of 
drydock an accident to the support- 
ing- pontoons threatened to undo all 
that they had accomplished and it 
was only by the most heroic strug- 
gles that disaster was averted and 
the 
wounded 
submarine 
finally 


brought to rest in the New York 
dock. 


One of the most fascinating fea- 


tures of this well-written story is the 
work of the divers. Commander Ells- 
Dery himself donned the suit 
and 


helmet many times and risked the 
'bends" to go down into the deep 
^vater in which the submarine was 
ying. 
Several of the divers were 


njured, one of them permanently, 
so that he will never dive again. 
Sscapes, the accounts of which take 
away one's breath, were frequent. 
One diver made his way 
into the 


pitch-dark interior of the submarine, 
pushed his way 
through a

•=mall door and along a very narrow 
passage, and when he attempted to 
return found his air hose entangled 
and himself trapped.

The new 
corporation is empowered to invest 
its funds in the securities of any 
other company but it is understood 
that it will confine its interests to 
the transportation field. 


The move is similar to that made 


by the Van Sweringens when they 
organized the Allegheny Corporation. 
It is a departure for railroads inso- 
far as it involves the organization 
of a separate company. Many carri- 
ers have held stocks in other rail- 
roads and some of them for a long 
time, notably the Union Pacific. 


Probably both the Pennsylvania 


and the Van Sweringen venture will 
be profitable to 
their 
respective 


stockholders. 
Certainly 
that 
has 


been the case with the Union Pa- 
cific which years ago bought stocks 
in other railroads. Yet there is no 
guarantee against 
depreciation in 


market price either of the stock of 
the parent company or the securities 
n which it invests. There is no mag- 
c- in the plan. 


It must not be forgotten that in a 


sense banks and insurance compan- 
:es are investment trusts. The sav- 


ings bank take th# deposits It re- 
ceives and uses them to buy bonds 
and the insurance companies simil- 
arly invest the proceeds of premiums. 
Anu yet when the general market 
declines even these institutions of 
unimpeachable management suffer - 
losses. 


One insurance company made pub- 


lic its annual report the. other d*y 
showing a faling off in earnings per 
share from around $26. to |6.50 be- 
tween 1927 and 1928 all because of 
the slump in the bond market. In- 
surance companies are required by 
law to write their securities tip or 
down to the market at the year end, 
which is the reason for the poor 
showing.

ened out in time but it does show 
that assets do not always increase 
in market price whatever may hap- 
pen to their value and that this is 
true despite the best,efforts of the 
most experienced management.

Instead of 
reclucinsr the bogy of excessive -spec- 
ulative loans, he explained how it ac- 
tually had attracted 
money into 


them. 


But Roy A. Young. 
governor of 


the federal reserve board, address 
ing bankers in San Francisco just 
three days before, let the stock mar 
ket know that the reserve system 
contemplated no change in its policy 
of attempted restriction of loans for 
speculation. In fact many saw in his 
remarks 
the threat 
of, a higher 


charge for rediscounting privileges 
at the reserve banks. 


"Last spring the Federal Reserve 


system began to put severe pressure 
on the money market by practically 
every means at their control," Pres- 
ident Simmons 
told the Chicago 


stock exchange members. 
"As a re- 


sult. stock 
market loans are about 


one and one half billion dollars high- 
er than they were a year ago. This 
raises the question as to whether 
they should continue indefinitely to 
use methods which have proved un- 
successful, or whether they should 
devise some new method — and if so 
w hat." 


SUGGESTS COURSE 


Then he pointed out what, from 


the stock exchange 
point of view, 


constituted the correct proceedure to 
follow if a reduction in brokers loans 
was considered necessary. 


"The practical way to reduce stock 


market loans," he asserted, "is to in- 
duce the owners -,of capital invested 
in them to buy outright the collater- 
al securities employed at present to 
secure their loans. If such a defla- 
tion occurs gradually, this does not 
entail any 
radical deflation of the 


levels of security prices. Stock mar- 
ket loan would sink, but the capi- 
tal withdrawn from them would sup- 
port the market by passing into se- 
curities themSelves. 


"To the same 
end. it Is equally 


necessary that the Interest rate on 
call loans be reduced, so as not to of- 
fer to the owner of capital the pres- 
ent preferential income return over 
thit "offered 
by securities 
them- 


selves." 


"It is not the stock exchange, or 


the stock 
market, 
or even 'stock 


market speculators' who are oppos- 
ing the Federal reserve system pol- 
icy," Mr. Simmons emphasized. "It 
is the continual generation of fresh 
American capital upon an absolute- 
ly Unprecedented scale, and the in- 
evitable' tendency under present fed- 
eral reserve policies is for this capital 
to seek investment in the very call 
stock market 
loans which the re- 


serve is apparently, desirous of de- 
flating." 


Yet it is obvious that the federal 


reserve system does not accept the 
view of the head of the New York 
stock exchange. 


Governor Young in his San Fran- 


cisco address declared: 


"We must look facts in the face 


and realize that this tremendous de- 
mand for so-called speculative credit 
has so. upset 
the general 
credit 


structure of the country that rates 
have been continually advancing. 


"We are coming into that period 


of the year when seasonal require- 
ments will need a large amount of 
reserve credit and this must and will 
be taken care of. Hrfwever, it can not 
be expected that the reserve system 
or your local 
reserve 
bank, can 


maintain rates continuously far be- 
low the present 
market rates for 


money." 


Possibly in reply to this policy of 


restricting speculative loans, Presi- 
dent Simmons 
declared 
that "it 


should be obvious that our financial 
polices and practices, especially in 
our 
commercial 
banking system, 


must adopt 
themselves 
to 
the 


changes which are occurring so rap- 
idly throughout American business. 
We cannot cling forever to obsolete 
formulas, valuable as they may have 
been under former and different con- 
ditions."

Weather Has Important 


Bearing On Business 


Babson Park, Mass. — "statistics 


clearly show that favorable or unfav- 
orable weather conditions have an 
important influence on corporation 
earnings and securities. Hence, long 
range weather forecasting, •when it 
is further developed in accuracy, may 
some day be an important help in 
judging earnings' possibilities and se- 
curity trends. 
At first thought it 


might appear that there is little con- 
nection ueiween weather and invest- 
ments, but deeper study proves just 
the contrary. The most important 
factors in the trend of security prices 
are the present and future earnings 
of the companies. One of the most 
important factors-in the earnings of 
large groups of corporations is the 
weather. 


ARE AFFECTED 


"Practically all of our great West' 


ern and Southwestern railroads de- 
pend for a large part of their earn- 
ings on crops. If there is a crop 
failure owing to drought, early frosts 
or other abnormal wealther condi 
tlons, the railroads suffer according 
ly. To the extent that the meteorol 
ogists are able to predict with reason 
able accuracy the general trend of 
weather for three- to nine months 
ahead, we should be able to tell 
pretty nearly what these 
railroads 


will earn. Knowing the probable earn- 
ings, investors •will have a valuable 
guide to the purchase or sale of rail- 
road securities. 


"There are other ways In which 


weather affects railroads' profits. 
Snow removal is a tremendous ex- 
pense item: and extreme cold re- 
quires 
greater 
fuel consumption, 


tends to retard freight movement, 
and increases expenses. 


In the past winter we have had 


a cleai1 illustration of how abnormal 
weather increases expenses and cuts 
down profits. During January and 
February the 
Middle-western and 


North-western sections of the coun- 
try had extremely cold and stormy 
weather; whereas along the Atlantic 
Seaboard the Winter was warmer 
than normal and with less snowfall. 
In the two months of 'January and 
February -net profits of the North- 
western carriers were cut down se- 
verely. For example, although the 
gross business of the' Great Northern 
Railroad was some 432,000 greater 
;n these two months than in the 
same months of 1928, the operating 
expenses were fl,000,000 larger than 
last >ear, due principally to heavy 
snowfall and extreme cold. Mainten-

than it did in the same period in the 
year previous. Thus, in spite of gen- 
erally active business 
and heavy 


freight traffic, net earnings were 61 
per cent lower. 


"In sharp contrast to this situa- 


tion we find the New Haven road on 
the' Eastern Seaboard, experiencing 
a comparatively mild Winter and low 
operating costs. While the New Hav- 
en's gross business in the two 
months of January and 
February 


was $364,000 larger than in 1928, the 
net operating income was $1,178,000 
larger. This was because favorable 
weather conditions mada possible a 7 
per cent reduction in operating ex- 
penses. "Maintenance of way 
alone 


was $400,000 less in 1929 than in 1298, 
and other operating expenses were 
correspondingly reduced. The strong 
position of the New Haven's securi- 
ties during the past few months has 
in no small measure been made pos- 
sible by favorable weather conditions. 


RESTAURANTS FEEL HEAT 
"The president of one of the larg- 


est chain restaurants in New Eng- 
land attributed the poor earnings of 
that compainy last year to the ab- 
normally hot season in the 
third 


quarter of "the year. In a section 
which is normally cool, the temper- 
ature in July and August last year 
ranged from 2 to 4 per cent above 
normal. 


Net profits of Ihis great chain 


restaurant system in this period fell 
off 30 per cent compared with the 
same period in the preceding year. 
Thus, in spite of a 9 per cent gain in 
earnings in the first six months of 
192S, 
which were abnormally cool 


and favorable to restaurant sales, 
the spell of torrid weather in the 
third quarter offset 
the 
previous 


gains and caused the company to end 
the year with a decline in net in- 
come of about 
$100,000 compared 


with the preceding year. Naturally 
such an adverse influence prevented 
the company's stock from participat- 
ing in a general upward movement 
which was characterizing the gener- 
al market at the time. Hence, it is 
very clear that weather is highly im- 
portant to investors in restaurant se- 
curities. 


"Illustrating how the same type of 


weather affects different groups of 
companies in different 
ways, 
the 


very hot third quarter of 1028 was a 
potent cause in boosting the earnings 
of the soft drink manufacturers. One 
of the largest of these, a manufac- 
turer of a nationally advertised gin- 
ger ale, showed earnings in the ex- 
ceptionally hot weather of July and

Based upon, the deductions of 
one of the foremost of these scien- 
tists, the average temperature of 
May should be somewh*t cooler than 
normal in, the North. Atlantic Statet 
and somewhat warmer than normal 
in the Lake States. June is likely 
to be -cool, but July warmer than nor- 
mal in 
both the North , Atlantic 


States. Rainfall-in Hay and 'June will 
probably be above normal in 
the 


North Atlantic States. 
Indications 


point to weather, as hot or hotter 
than, last summer. 


"Of course, other specific conditions 


must be taken into account, but it 
looks as though this would be a 
good "period for ths soft drink com- 
panies, the sport goods manufactur- 
ers, the summer goods manufactur- 
ers, the ice cream and dairy compan- 
ies, beach resorts, summer hotels, ice 
manufacturers, electric refrigerator 
and electric fan manufacturers, and 
other lines which benefit by hot wea- 
ther. If this weather 
prediction 


comes true, securities of such com- 
panies will unquestionably 
benefit.

Negro Belt Is Expanding 


R a p i d I y—Tuberculosis 
Death Rate High There

New York—Xew York City is just 


beginning to realize that it has a 
perplexing problem in the 
rapid 


growth of its negro population, the 
failure of economic facilities to ab- 
sorb them, the creation of new and 
badly congested slums and the in- 
evitable racial considerations~arising 
from the growth of a great black 
metropolis within the borders o£ the 
city. 


Exact statistics of the negro popu- 


lation ol New York do not exist, but 
autoitative surveys place the figure 
at 250,000. 
Mo&t of these are 
in 


Harlem, the negro capitol of the 
world. This negro population, ac- 
cording to a survey made by the reg- 
ional plan o£ New York and 
its 


environs, has trebled in the last 19 
years, within the last three of four 
years, Harlem's southern color line 
has crept down steadily from l£5th 
street to 119th, with an occasional 
tentative outreach as far as 105th. 


Harlem, with its blaze of negro 


theatres, witli the names of negro 
stars in electric lights, its negro 
hotels, cafes, restaurants and busi- 
ness enterprise, is a lure to negroes 
throughout the country. It is the 
Mecca, wistfully dreamed o£ many 
a cornfield negro, but there is a dis- 
illusionment for all save a few of 
the -most successful ones who hap- 
pened to get into the amusement en- 
terprises, patronized by the whites. 
There is congestion, poverty and be- 
wilderment here and there is ac- 
cumulating evidence that the climate 
is hostile to the black folk from sun- 
nier lands. 


.A recent study by the New York 


department of health 
shows that 


in 1928, the tuberculosis death rate 
among negroes in New York was 
three and one ha'f times greater than 
that of the white population.

In'only one .year was the negro 


tuberculosis dearth rate higher than 
this. In 1920, it was 3.3 per 1,000: 
in 1921 it was 2.5; in 1926 and 1927 
it was 2.5 and 2.6 respectively. Last 
year it was 2 8. For the same year, 
among the white population, it was 
0.7. 


The board of health is beginning 


an investigation, in cooperation with 
leaders of the 
negro community, 


searching for basic causes of 
the 


spread of the disease and. means to 
combat it. It is believed that bad 
housing, congestion and the general- 
ly lower economic levels of subsis- 
tence have made acclimitization more 
difficult and will be found to be at 
least heavily. contributing 
causes. 


While New York has been steadily 
moving forward toward a complete 
obliteration of its slums, the slums 
of Harlem which have grown up 
within the last few years, are worse 
in some ways than the terribly con- 
gested districts of the lower East 
Side of ten or twenty years ago. 


The unleashing of great new eco- 


nomic forces, has helped to wipe out 
the slums in the white districts, but 
the incoming blacks, finding no place 
in industry, have benefitted but lit- 
tle by these changes most of them 
are domestic, or in other menial posi- 
tions: labor unions have not been 
hospitable to them and the fact of 
their isolation in a single black com- 
munity has hindered their absorp- 
tion in industry. 
There is a vast 


amount of unemployment among 
them. Their own health and social 
betterment organizations lack tends 
and general effectiveness. 


One explanation advanced by some 


of their own leaders is that the gau- 
dy appeal of Harlem has attracted 
mainly light-footed negroes, gifted in 
the theatrical arts and that if there 
were more pick and shovel addicts 
among them, they would have much 
less trouble in finding work.

The demand for labor during the

of Park-ave. There is a negro aristo- 
cracy in Harlem giving an annual 
ball which, in its flair and its flour- 
ish and its social exclusiveness paral- 
lels/ in this regard, anything south 
of the color line. 


It has now been found that, 
in 


spite of the limitation of immigra-, 
tion, the population of New York 
has maintained its normal increase. 
This is partially accounted for by the 
growth of the Harlem negro popula- 
tion, both by natural increase and by 
the steadily continuing influx of new- 
comers from the south. New Tork 
has been notably free from the irri- 
tations which usually arise in such 
situations, but through the board of 
health, the regional plan and other 
organizations, it is becoming con- 
scious that Harlem is here, that it is 
virtually all black, that jt is creep- 
ing inexorably down the island and 
that, somehow, there must be en- 
lightened consideration of the prob- 
lems which it raises—in the interest 
of both black and white populations.
